ORDAINED PRIEST SIXTY7 YEARS AGO 


Baltimore, Md., March 24.— James Cardinal Gibbons 


died here today at the age of 86. The aged prelate yielded to 
illness which has confined him to his bed the greater part of 
the Winter. After recovering from one attack 
the 
Cardinal 


was so weak that he could not withstand ' another. 
Cardinal 


Gibbons died at 11:35 a. m. A large number of the clergy was 
at the Cardinal's home when his Eminence died. Cardinal 
Gibbons was born in Baltimore July 30, 1834. He was the son 
of Thomas and Bridget Gibbons, one oi six children, three 
boys and three girls. Thomas Gibbons was an Irishman, 
whc 


with his wife came to America shortly after they were 
mar- 


ried. When James was three years old the family returned to 
Ireland, where the father took up farming. Cardinal Gibbons 
began hi?, studies in the village of Ballirobe. His father died 
when he was 13 years old and the mother with her children 
returned to America and settled in New Orleans. A brothei 
of Cardinal Gibbons and his only surviving Relative, still lives 
there. James Gibbons began clerking in a grocery store. He 
made a good grocery clerk because his employer tried to per- 
suade him to stay when he decided to study for the priesthood. 
He began study in 1854 and was ordained in the 
cathedral 


where he later ordained thousands of others on July 30, 1861. 
His first appointment was that of asistant pastor to Rev. James- 
Dolan at St. Patrick's church, Baltimore, Md.
